At this season every year hundreds of 
girls leave schools and colleges and enter 
the social world. The college graduate is 
usually old enough, and has received men- 
tal training that will prevent her doing 
such foolish and thoughtless things as 
girls younger and with less serious: train- 
ing are apt todo. 
who makes her entrance into the social 
worli—and most college graduates are at 
least that old—must be innately vulgar if 
she offends the sense of propriety. But 
the graduate of the schools, especially the 
fashionable schools, are usually eighteen 
of younger, and unless they have grown 
up under wise-and educated niothers they 
frequently mistake- amazement for inter- 
est, amusement for admiration. 

In the éurrent number of the North 
American Review is an article that every 
American girl should read; the article, en- 
titled ‘‘American Girls in Europe,” is 
filled with hints-on the mistakes Ameri- 
can girls make in the manners they adopt, 
and these mistakes the writer attributes 
largely to the bad models chosen. She 
speaks warmly of two American girls who 
had made this mistake. She says: 


“] have never seen two such aristo- 
cratic-looking creatures. as the daughters 


pe 
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~of-a-hard-working couple whovhad ‘struck 
oil’ somewhere in the Middle States, who. 
came over, teeming with money and igno- 
rance, to astonish Nice, and set expectant 
and most impecunious nobles by the ears; 
and a prouder, better-behaved, more badly 
‘speaking pair of beauties never helped the 
English novelist or the French playwright 
to a type. Iwas much touched to hear 
the mother asking a lady near her ‘what 
she should do to make her girls more_ like 
the foreign girls.’ 

44 ‘Give “them w-youtut school in Eng: 
land, and a year at school in Franéé,””’was 
the sensible reply. For the shrewd Amer- 
ican mother saw her beauties were laughed 
at. She saw that they neither walked, 
sat down, rose up, ate their dinner, talked 


» to gentlemen, nor put on their hats like 


the shy, proper, repressed girls who had 
been educated in convents. She got to 
known that their language was a strange, 
unmusical sound, and that their own 
countrywomen disowned them, She also 
saw that they were inclined to copy bad 
models, not good ones: which is the easily 
besetting sin of the odd variety of Ameri- 
can girls.’’~ 
The writer. of the article, Mrs. John 
__Sherwood, heard a comment. on-the atten- 
tions of the Prince of Wales to a beautiful 
American girl, in which the Americans 
were accused of doing ‘‘American things.” 
Anxious to know what. these ‘‘American 
things’ were, she asked a-gentlemen who 
was a prominent literary man:and who 
entertained Americans most  hospitably, 
what was meant, by the accusation ‘*Amer- 
-ican things.’”? cite ra ak 

‘¢+Well, I will tell you,’ said he. ‘In 
the first place, the American pronuncia- 
tion-is, even amongst your cultivated peo- 
ple, most unmusical and unpleasant to us. 
I dare say ours is to you. Then, if you 
will forgive me, we observe in your hand- 
some young women an entire. absence of 
that delicate reserve, that fragrance. of 
propriety, which is our idea of good breed- 
ing. I do not say that there are not 
charming exceptions. And then, again,

-She also tells us of the comment of the 
foreign husband of an American girl, who 
stated that his first impression of the lady 
who was afterward his wife was ‘‘that she 
was the hardest looking-woman he had 
ever seen;’’ and in reply to the question,

phed: ‘‘When I got to know her, I saw 
that the hardness was all affécted.”’

And this is the girl who usually 
speaks of her father and mother as pap- 
perr’’ and ‘‘mammer’’—parents who have 
accumulated money, or made it, and spend 
it entirely for their children. These are

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that they have nothing to learn, and shut 
the door|te the possibilities that their op- 
portunities constantly give them. 


Mrs Sherwood puts every American girl | 
in her debt by these wise words: ‘In the 
matter gf dress, an American girl rises to 
the situation atonce. She is very rarely, 
if ever; badly dressed. Given such an 
amount| of. prettiness as she has, such 
quickness of eye, and so long a purse, 
Paris dresses her d ravir; and she wears 
her clothes like a queen, or as queens but 
seldom do. It is astonishing, when one 
sees su¢h taste in one direction, that one 
can, see such limitations of taste in the 
matter of manners; but it is quite evident 
that some young American girls think, if 
the outside of the cup and platteris clean, 
it is no matter about the inside, They 
neglect] their speech, which is a matter of 
vital importance. For wherever we live, 
whethet in Yorkshire or Rome, Peoria or 
Paris, oc are such things as a cultivated 
and agreeable voice, a correct pronuncia- 
tion, and a pretty accent. No one ie so 
depen nt upon this» charm as a woman. 
It|has) ade many a plain woman attract- 
ive—this gift of speech. And the Venus 
of Milo would become a fright if she could 
open that glorious mouth_ of hers, and. 
from it should issue an uncultivated voice, | 
saying ‘hort’ for ‘heart,’ ‘mormor’ for 
‘njamma,’ or, defiling her classic ‘features 
for the moment, she should give an unmu- 
sical cackle and launch into slang, It will 
not’ help the American girl to say ‘she 
don’t care,’ She does care, There is a 
American aristocracy to 
which all should aspire to belong. The 
original and beautiful American women 

ave a vivacity and wit which the older 
ivilizations have lost. She should never 
ose herioriginality. But she should study 
o -be low-voiced, sweet-voiced, calm, 


oWe ignorant of oursel yes; 
Begin often our own harms, which the wise powers 
Deny us for our good.’ 


This would be a pretty posy for many an 
American girl’s ring. She rejects nothing 
of that somewhat promiscuous emblazon- 
ment which accompanies celebrity. She 
does not always remember that she must 
keep her ‘presence new and fresh, like 
robe pontifical.” 

_As was said in the beginning of this 
article, hundreds of girls. will enter for 
the first time that test of manners and 
characters, the social world, this summer: 
If you carry to it vulgarity, false stand- 
ards, affections, it will soon discover them, 
and you will be put on your level. |The 
girl: full of health -and-vitality can find 
legitimate exercise in tennis, archery, 
and the many forms of outdoor life on 
which society has set the mark of ap- 
proval. It is not necessary, in order to 
find exercise, to choose any form that 
will arouse disagreeable comment or of- 
fend good taste. Many of us remember 
the young girl who, a couple of summers 


went canoeing with a gentleman in the 
evening, and neither of them ever re- 
turned. The canoe was overturned in 
some way, and both were drowned. ' It 
was against the sentiment of thé place at 
which the young girl was staying to go 
canoeing in the evening. Her bravado 
cost her life and that of her escort. A’ 
wise man who knows the ways of the 
world has said: ‘‘Every sensible man pays 
due regard to the public opinion ‘of the 


wise girl does likewise. Girls who love 
admiration frequently do things that are 
not in- good taste, and. thereby.,<rrouse 
comment that they would be greatly mor- 
tified to hear. Not long since a beautiful 
girl dressed in fa suit of navy blue ant, 
white, trimmed with gilt braid in military 
design, and with a remarkable hat, drove 
for several afternoons.in a” park phaeton 
drawn by a span of. fine horses, and at- 
tended by a groom whose livery matched 
the color on the spokes of the carriage- 
wheels, through a thoroughfare ina large 
city to the terminus of a bridge at an hour 
when it was crowded, and there waited in 
the most public manner for a friend.

Tone Pictures. 


The following from the Musical Visitor, 
by J. R. Murray, may be of interest to 
many of our readers: 

We have before us three cards, upon 
each of which are beautiful drawings 
made by an instrument called the pendu- 


lograph, the propelling power being mu-.. 


sical sounds or vibrations. The designs 
are geometrical, showing the regularity of 
the air waves produced by given tones, 
and are quite unlike anything yet pro- 
duced. They are veritable pictures, one 
of which, ‘‘Shells from music’s ocean,” 
shows three beautiful shells of exquisite 
shape and color. 

“We are hot yet Informed as'to the modus 
operandi of the pondulograph, which pro- 
duced these charming pictures of musical 
sounds, but shall take the first’ opportu- 
nity of informing ourselves and our read- 
ers... Iin- the meantime we will call atten- 
tion t6 another discovery in this depart- 
ment of science recently made by a lady, 
Mrs. Watts Hughes, which is of great in- 
terest and use. 

The;student. of acoustics is quite famil- 
iar with Chladni’s experiments with-sand, 
Beautiful geo- 
metric designs were produced in this man- 
ner. by this great student-of sound and 
others, but there still remained a doubt as 
to just What part of the désign was pro- 
duced by the vibration of the bow, and 
what by the vibration of the plate itself. 


This question has been settled by the dis- 
covery of Mrs. Hughes. The following 


is a description of the discovery as told in 
Cassell’s Magazine of late date: 

The experiments are conducted as fol- 
lows: A hollow receiver is procured, over 
the mouth of which is stretched an elas- 
tic membrane. The surface of the mem- 
brane’ is covered with a semi-fluid upon 
which impressions can be easily received. 
The singer then approaching the appara- 
tus sings on to the surface of the mem- 
brane, exercising the greatest care that 
his notes are singularly steady. and per- 
fectly accurate-in-the--intonation ‘of the 


mirrors itself on the paste, and in the 
most unexpected forms. The statement 
will doubtless not readily. be, believed 
when we say that the forms of flowers, as 
perfect as if they were drawn, occur 
among: the rest, and, indeed, contribute 
the majority of-the figures. Daisies, with 
every petal exactly shaped, are common, 
lilies, as symmetrical made, are not rare. 
A change of tone, or of timbre, will pro- 
duce a miniature tree on the paste. By 
some slight variation, impossible to esti- 
mate, the figure of a star-fish will appear 
on the surface of the:membrane; another 
imperceptible difference of sound will lay, 
side by side with the star-fish, an anemone. 
Occasionally the vibrations—presumably 
owing to an unconscious augmentation of 
force on the part of the singer—will im- 


beautifully voluted, the wmnkles of the 
scroll being so incisively indented that 
when photographed they appear as if 
creases in the picture. Suddenly desert- 
ing these marine’forms as capriciously as 
it took them up,the sound will create 
ferns, suspend bunches of fruit, and other- 
wise adorn with similar emblems the sur- 
face. There is, of course, much room for 
conjecture in the explanation of these va- 
rious forms. ‘Some facts; however, we 


know for certain\}.When the sound 1s 


producing flowers on the paste the singer 
can at pleasure increase the nymber of 
petals by gradually making e tone 
ascend. At each fraction of a tone on 
which his voice rises a new petal is added 
to the flower. He can thus, by a careful 
management of his breath, increase a 
pigmy daisy that lies: first imprinted on 
the paste to a gigantic sutiflower, occupy- 
ing nearly the whole surface. In the 
other forms—e. g., the shells—this addi- 
tion of piece by piece does not gppear, 
and the scroll once fashioned remains.

The forms thus produced on the paste 
are photograghed whilst the membrane is 
in sonorous vibration; or water-celor im- 
pressions are taken, which are transferred 
on to glass immediately after being pro- 
duced. The advantage of the latter 
method is that the minute beauty and 
delicacy of the forms can be shewn to per- 
fection by the use of various colors for 
different parts of the same object. 

such results.of modern science as the 
preceding bring us to the threshold of an 
interesting inquiry into the reality of one 
of the most extraordinary ideas of an- 
tiquity. The Greeks, who were certainly 
innocent of any such research into the 
mysteries of sound as we have just ¢e- 
scribed, held in the person of Pythagoras, 
his school and numerous natural philoso- 
phers who followed him, the doctrine that 
music is the principle of form in nature, 
and that every shape and natural figure in 
the animate and inanimate world was de- 
termined and created by the divine infu- 
sion of music into the formless matter of 
chaos. ‘‘By whatever means it were intro- 
duced,’’ says one of the greatest of these 


ancient thinkers, “for on that point we 


are left entirely-without a basis for specu- 
N, music, and nothing else but music, 
must have been infused into matter so as 
to bring the formless-aniverse to harmo- 
nious order, and to produce the forms we: 
see around us-of landscapes, rivers, trees, 
flowers, instead of the everlasting chaos 
which preceded.’’ Is it not a little singu- 
lar, in illustration of this ancient idea, to 
find the vibration of musical sound at the 
present day being proved:to produce the 
forms of flowers, trees, shells, and other 


natural objects, spontaneously and with- |} 


out any previous suggestion of the form by 
pencil or the hand of man; to see the same 
power, when exercised _upon a- chaos of 
grains of sand, at once ‘throw the sand 
into pattéins ef symmetry, whose lines 
and curves might very easily, if we were 
disposed to carry out the analogy, be con- 
strued into miniature models of winding 
rivers, sweeping mountain chains and 
other objects, which give order and out- 
line to the vague monotony of a land- 
Pythagoras, who went - further 
than others of the same school, proceeded 
to great detail in exemplisying the power 
of music .in giving forny to matter. He 
made the bold serif which he 
has been called a madman—that the oe- 
tave gave our globe its present form. We 
should not like to enumerate the treatises 
that have been written, or to allude to the 
endless derision which has been show- 
ered on this philosopher for his apparently 
wild and meaningless assertion, but we 
will remark—in strange agreement with 
such a .hypothesis—the experiments of 
Chladni have revealed that whenever an 
octave’ is sounded on the glass-plate the 
sand, whatever its previous position may 
have been, invariably ranges itself in the 
form of a circle. 


Phillips Baccalaureate. 


At the Chapel, Sunday morning, Prof. 
Ryder preached on the text Matt. 25:15— 
the parable of the talents. In the after- 
noon he gave the baccalaureate address 
to the graduating class of Phillips Acad- 
emy, there being a large audience to hear 
his very practical sermon on the subject 
of ‘‘wisdom.” He took ‘his text from 
Proverbs 4:7—‘* Wisdom is the principal 


thing; therefore get wisdom, and with all” 


thy getting get understanding.” 

‘The inspired author exhorts us to se- 
cure wisdom at any price. » He is pleading 
with men to cultivate and exercise good 
sense, and I ask you to consider to-day the 
importance and the duty and méthod of 
gaining and using this form of wisdom. 
There 1s no sense like common sense, and 
no gifts of genius and no attainments in 
learning and no profundity in-speculation 


can compensate for the lack of this grace. 


But it is necessary also that men should 
devote attention toward cultivating this 
practical sense. This leads us to inquire 
how are wé ‘to obtain this practical wis- 
dom. First, we must be faithful and 
must strive tobe wise in the discharge of 
the common. duties of life; second, the 
cultivation and exercise of this true, prac- 
tical, spiritual wisdom demands also the 
devotion of thought and time to the great 
central questions-and duties of life. We 
should: expect to cultivate wisdom in 
action more than in thought. Speaking 
particularly to the graduates, Prof. Ryder 


said: In the good providence of God you 
have been granted unusual opportunities. 
Amid the sacred influences which gather 
about this ancient and famous school you 
have crossed the threshold of the temple 
of knowledge, you have joined the goodly 


company of those who minister therein, 


and you have to seek a more perfect ac- 

quaintance with its mystic rites and its , 
eternal truths. We bless God that this 
high calling has come to you. To know 

the truth is blessed, to master knowledge 

is divine, for all truth is God’s truth, and 

all learning is the knowledge of God. But 

remember that the choicest gifts. of God 

can be abused, and that the knowledge of 

truth and of God is not sure to make one 

virtuous and wise. The right use of truth 

is more difficult and more blessed than its 

attainment. Knowledge is power indeed, 

but it is power for mischief as well as for 

a blessing. 


A Thrilling Bide. 


William Weiksell1s-motor man on the 
St, Clair electric railway, Pittsburg, says a 
correspondent of the Youth’s Companion. 

‘iquely up the hill known | 
as Mount Oliver, and has some pretty 
steep gradients. 

The road is run by what is known as 


the overhead system, a wire being strung 
‘over the middle of the track, and a small 


trolley wheel running along this to make 
connection between the charged wire and 
the motor on the car. = 

There are two styles of trollery. One 

ef them runs on top of the wire, being 
deeply grooved for the purpose; and is 
connected with the car by a flexible insu- 
lated conductor which looks much like a 
piece of rubber-hose. »The motor man 
makes and breaks the connection by in- 
serting in a socket on top of the rear end 
of the car, or removing from it, the lower 
end of this insulated connection. 
‘The other style of trollery runs against 
the under side of the wire, and is pressed 
up against it by a stiff spring at the lower 
end of the iron arm which makes the con- 
nection. ‘ 

The St. Clair railway uses the style of 
trollery first mentioned, and it is the duty 
ofthe motor man to attend to-making the 
electrit circuit. 

As Mr. Weiksell was adjusting his 
trolley at the top of the hill the other day, 
he slipped and fell off the car roof. He 
clung to the rubber hose for suppert, and 
his violent lurch tore it loose from its con- 
nection with the car. In a second hé had 
started down, the steep line at railroad 
speed, hanging to the trollery. 

His feet dangled within his own length 
of the ground, but he was afraid to drop. 
Faster and faster flew the trollery over 
the wire, and the wind cut his face so that 
the tears came and blinded him. Still he 
hung on for dear life, though he expected 
every second that the wheel would leave 
the wire, or that some sharp curve would 


throw his legs against a telegraph pole 
and dash his Dade is the sround. eae 


It was'a terrible sensation, and the ‘few 


seconds pegulhed to shoot down the quar- 
ter of a mile of hillside to the level seemed 
like an age of suspense; but he clung fast 
until his’ own weight stopped him on the 
level, when he dropped off pale and ex- 
hausted, but.uninjured by his unique and 
thrilling experience.—Christian Union.

The following communication appeared in 
last Saturday’s Retord: ‘‘As we are approach- 
ing the glorious Fourth, I thought that a 


+-word-about one—of the soldiers of the Revo- 


lution, and his descendants might perhaps be 
of interest to some of your readers. Caleb 
Abbott of Andover enlisted in a company in 
his’ native town, Andover, was at Bunker 
Hill (where he had a brother killed); he 
served throughout the war, fought at Sara- 
toga, and suffered at Valley Forge. At the 
close of the war he returned to Andover, 
and settled down upon a farm where he died 
in 1837, aged. 76 years. Fifty years after the 
battle of Bunker Hill, he with about 200 of 
his fellow veterans, took part in the exer- 
cises of laying the cérnerstone of the monu- 
ment, where he was taken by the hand by 
one of his beloved generals, Lafayette.

Graphic Deseription of a Horrible Wor- 
ship of'a Tribe in Africa. 


On the island of Madagascar, off the 
southeast coast of Africa, there is a 


race of people called the Mkodos. 


They constitute one of the smallest 
races in the world, the men seldom ex- 
ceeding 56 inches in height. Their re- 
ligion consists solely.in the awf>1 wor- 
ship of their sacred tree, the crinoida 
dajeeana. This tree is most péculiar 


‘in. its appearance and nature. Its 
trunk is somewhat like a pineapple in 


shape, and when full grown about eight 
feet high. From the top, which is at 
least two feet in diameter, hang down 
eight leaves, 11 or 12 feet* long, 2 feet 
through in their ~ thickest part, and 
tapering from a width of 3 feet to a 
sharp point, They are very convex on 
the under side and concave on’ the 
upper. The concave side is thickly set 
with strong horny hooks. The top of 
the trunk is in shape like a smaller 
plate set within a larger one, and this 
plate is filled with a sweet liquid, which 
when tasted produces delirium and 
sleep. 

From under the rim of the lower 


‘plate: a series of great green tendrils 
from seven, to eight..feetlong stretch . 


out &tiffly toward the horizon, while 
above these six long white palpi (thin 
as reeds and frail as quills apparently) 
rear themselves toward the sky, twirl- 
ing and twisting with incessant motion. 
The tree and the worship.of it were dis- 
covered by'Karl Leche, who wrote to 


Dr. Omelius Friedlowsky this*descrip-~\~ 


tion. : 

The mode of sacrifice‘as witnessed. on 
one oceasion was as follows: The na- 
tives had been shrieking around the 
tree and chanting propitiatory hymns 
to the great tree devil. -With still 
wilder shrieks they now surrounded one 
of the women and goaded her on with 
the point of their javelins until she 
mounted the trunk and drank of the 
fluid in the plate, rising instantly again 
with wild frenzy in her face, 

‘But she did not jump down, as she 
seemed inclined to do. The atrocious 
cannibal tree that had been so- inert 
and dead came to sudden savage life. 
The slender, delicate palpi quivered a 
moment over her head, then coiled 
round her neck and firms. The green 
tendrils wrapped themselves about her 
in fold after fold, ever tightening. 
Then the great green leaves rose slowly 
and stiffly; approached one another 
and closed about the dead victim with 
the force of a hydraulic press. As the 
bases of the leaves pressed more tightly 
together from between them trickled 
down the trunk of the tree great 
streams of the} fluid mingled with the 
blood and oozing viscera of the victim. 

The savages bounded forward and 
with cups, leaves, hands and tongues 
got each enough of the liquor to set_him 
mad and frantic. The tree remainéd 
unchanged in appearance during ten 
days and at the end of that time the 
leaves, the tendrils and the palpi had 
all regained their original condition, 
and nothing but the skull of the victim 
remained as a proof of the sacrifice 
which had taken place there.
